Regarding Claims 1 and 19, Applicant argues that Lary fails to disclose or even suggest that the control lane is used to provide an 
address bit of a memory address as provided by independent claim 1. Applicant also argues that Lary fails to disclose or suggest that 
any other output of its system provides a data lane enable. However, when in both the first and second mode of operations (first / 
second state) Lary discloses enabling firmware access for each mode. In the first mode of operation firmware access is enabled (data 
lane enable) as shown by line 310 of Figure 3. In the second mode of operation firmware access is eabled (data lane enable) as shown 
by line 316 of Figure 3. Additionally, in enabling firmware access in either a first or second mode of operation, memory 230 or 212 are 
available for access, therefore, the service processor may read or write to the selected memory (paragraph 16); for such access to be 
possible, a memory address for the designaltion of a memory location must be provided (address bit of a memory address is provided). 
The system of Lary provides both a data lane enable and an address bit of a memory address in both modes of operation, therefore, this 
system reads on the applicant's invention as presented in the claims. 

Regarding Claim 16, Applicant argues that Lary fails to disclose or suggest an output pin coupled to the output of the south bridge 
controller and IVlUX 304 where the output pin is further coupled to a memory. However, in combining Lary and Zitlaw as described in 
detail in the rejection of claim 1, memories 230 and 212 are part of one larger single memory unit. In making this modification, MUX 304 
and south bridge controller 204 are connected to the memory via output ports (wherein the south bridge controller is connected via MUX 
302) that lead information to the memory unit via LPC Bus 228 and 210. 
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
